State  of  Union  Address 


Pledges  Firm  Vietnam 


A strong  reaffirmation  of  a firm  U.S.  military 
in  Vietnam  was  presented  Congress  by  President 
son  in  his  annual  State  of  the  Union  address. 


The  President  declared  the  U.S.  will  cooperate  with 
the  United  Nations  and  other  peace  seeking  groups  in 
probing  for  a peaceful  solution  to  the  Southeast  Asian 
war,  but  that  until  such  efforts  succeed  “or  until  the 
infiltration  ceases  and  the  conflict  subsides  ...  we  will 
stand  firm  in  Vietnam.” 


Will  Seek  Tax  Surcharge 

President  Johnson  told  Congress  the  cost  of  the  Viet- 
nam war  would  be  high,  both  in  life  and  personal  sacri- 
fice by  the  American  taxpayer,  proposing  a six  percent 
surcharge  on  corporate  and  individual  income  taxes 
to  finance  the  continuing  conflict. 

Addressing  a joint  session  of  the  Congress,  the 
President  stated  such  a proposal  would  raise  revenues 
by  an  estimated  $4.5  billion  the  first  year. 


The  President  asked  the  Congress  to  impose  the  sur- 
charge for  a period  of  at  least  two  years  “or  for  so 
long  as  the  unusual  expenditures  associated  with  Viet- 
nam continue.” 

President  Johnson  said  the  principal  question  in 
Vietnam  “is  whether  we  have  the  staying  power  to 
fight  a costly  war,  when  the  objective  is  limited  and 
the  danger  to  us  seemingly  remote.” 


Army  Named  Executive  Agent 
For  Dependent  Medical  Care 

Army  has  been  named  executive  agent  of  the  De- 
fense Department  and  Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  for  administering  the  new  Dependent’s 
Medical  Care  program. 


Action  Prevents  Larger  War 

He  said  the  U.S.  has  chosen  to  fight  a limited  war 
in  the  Southeast  Asian  country  in  order  to  prevent  a 
larger  war,  commenting  that  such  a war  is  inevitable 
if  the  Communists  succeed  in  taking  over  South  Viet- 
nam by  force. 

“If  they  are  not  checked  now,  the  world  can  expect 
to  pay  a far  greater  price  to  check  them  later,”  the 
President  declared. 

President  Johnson  pointed  out  that  in  Korea  the  U.S.

the  free  world  had  failed  to  act  when  Communist  forces 
spilled  over  into  South  Korea. 

“We  are  dealing,”  President  Johnson  said,  “with  a 
stubborn  adversary  committed  to  the  use  of  force  and 
terror  to  settle  political  questions.” 

In  reaffirming  the  U.S.  policy  in  Vietnam,  the  Presi- 
dent said  he  wished  he  could  report  that  the  end  to 
the  conflict  was  in  sight.  “This  I cannot  do.  We 
face  more  cost,  more  loss,  and  more  agony.” 

End  Not  Yet  In  Sight 

The  end,  the  President  said,  is  not  in  sight,  nor  will 
it  come  in  this  year  or  the  next.  While  the  President 
said  he  expects  a longer  and  tougher  conflict  to  de- 
velop in  Vietnam,  he  reported  that  Gen.  Westmoreland, 
commander  of  U.S.  forces  in  Vietnam,  has  stated  that 
the  Communists  “no  longer  can  succeed  on  the  battle- 
field.” 

The  President  again  stated  that  the  U.S.  is  in  Viet- 
nam because  this  nation  and  “our  allies  are  committed 
by  the  SEATO  Treaty  to  ‘act  to  meet  the  common 
danger’  of  aggression  in  Southeast  Asia.” 

He  said  the  U.S.  has  joined  in  combat  with  the  North 
Vietnamese  because  North  Vietnam  has  systematically 
violated  an  international  agreement  of  1962  that 
threatens  the  independence  of  South  Vietnam  and  of  all 
the  small  nations  in  Southeast  Asia. 

One  result  of  the  conflict  in  Vietnam,  the  President 
said,  was  that  the  people  of  Asia  now  realize  that  the 
door  to  independence  is  “not  going  to  be  slammed  shut. 
They  know  that  it  is  possible  for  them  to  choose  their 
own  national  destinies — without  coercion.” 

Praise  For  U.S.  Forces 

President  Johnson  praised  the  performance  of  the 
almost  500,000  troops  in  Vietnam,  stating  that  these 
men — backed  by  the  American  people — have  created 
an  atmosphere  of  confidence  and  unity  among  the  in- 
dependent nations  of  Asia  and  the  Pacific. 

“Fear  of  external  Communist  conquest  ...  is  sub- 
siding— and  with  this,  the  spirit  of  hope  is  rising. 
For  the  first  time  in  history,  a common  outlook  and 
common  institutions  are  . . . emerging,”  President 
Johnson  said. 

The  President  said  the  U.S.  is  eager  to  turn  its  re- 
sources and  efforts  to  peace  and  pledged  that  the 
moment  peace  comes,  “I  will  ask  the  Congress  for 
funds  to  join  in  an  international  program  of  recon- 
struction and  development  for  all  the  people  of  Viet- 
nam.”

Sec.  Ignatius  Cites  Need 
To  Maintain  Supply  Flow 

Relationship  between  the  Department  of  Defense 
and  Federal  Mediation  and  Conciliation  Service  has 
been  excellent,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (In- 
stallations & Logistics)  Paul  R.  Ignatius  said  at  the 
1967  seminar  of  the  FMCS. 

He  added  there  is  a need  for  quicker  identification 
of  labor  disputes  which  may  seriously  affect  defense 
programs. 

Mr.  Ignatius  said  the  Southeast  Asian  conflict,  the 
present  international  situation  and  U.S.  military  com- 
mitments make  it  imperative  “that  we  provide  our 
forces  with  an  uninterrupted  flow  of  supplies  and 
equipment. 

“Work  stoppages  resulting  from  labor  disputes  can 
jeopardize  that  objective. 

“We  must  therefoi'e  work  to  minimize  interruptions 
in  deliveries  of  defense  items  due  to  labor-management 
disputes.” 

He  pointed  out  that  it  is  DOD  policy  to  maintain  neu- 
trality in  labor-management  disputes  and  rely  on  con- 
gressionally-established  civilian  agencies  to  handle 
collective  bargaining  matters. 

To  remove  possible  confusion,  he  explained,  the  Office 
of  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  not  the  military  depart- 
ment, will  make  final  judgment  regarding  the  degree 
of  defense  impact  on  a critical  labor  dispute.

From  Service  Personnel 
Relocated  from  France 

The  U.S.  Government  is  purchasing 
privately  owned  trailers  from  service 
personnel  being  relocated  from  France. 

U.S.  Air  Forces  in  Europe  has 
made  arrangements  for  purchases 
from  Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force  per- 
sonnel who  would  otherwise  suffer 
financial  loss  because  of  involuntary 
relocations.

DOD  Seeks  Further 
Research  in  Nuclear 
Decoupling'  Project 

Results  from  firing  an  underground 
nuclear  device  have  been  sufficient  to 
warrant  further  research  in  the  de- 
coupling theory,  according  to  the  De- 
fense Department’s  Advanced  Re- 
search Projects  Agency. 

The  test  shot,  conducted  under 
Project  Sterling,  was  fired  for  ARPA 
by  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission 
“to  develop  a better  understanding  of 
the  problems  of  seismic  detection  and 
to  verify  a theory  — decoupling  — 
which  was  first  advanced  in  1959  by 
a group  of  scientists  at  Rand  Corp.” 

Decoupling  is  the  absorption  of 
nuclear  blast  waves  in  air,  and  the 
Sterling  tests  showed  it  would  be 
possible  to  muffle  significantly  an 
underground  nuclear  explosion  by 
firing  it  in  a cavity. 

Because  of  test  results,  ARPA  has 
requested  AEC  to  conduct  a feasi- 
bility study  of  mining  or  leaching  of 
a large  deep  cavity  in  salt  under  a 
new  program  titled  Project  Payette. 

AF  Curtails  Enrollment 
In  Some  Air  U.  Programs 

Air  Force  is  curtailing  professional 
education  programs  conducted  by  Air 
University  to  assure  full  support  of 
Air  Force  operations  in  Southeast 
Asia. 

Enrollments  for  FY68  at  the  Air 
War  College  and  Air  Command  and 
Staff  College  are  being  reduced  to  30 
percent  of  normal  quota. 

Squadron  Officer  Course  enrollments 
were  reduced  to  a minimum  of  30 
percent  beginning  with  the  January 
class. 

In  an  all-command  letter,  Air  Force 
Vice  Chief  of  Staff  Gen.  Bruce  K. 
Holloway  urged  commanders  to  ex- 
plain to  officers  reasons  for  the  reduc- 
tions and  to  stress  that  the  reductions 
are  not  to  be  construed  as  a decrease 
in  importance  of  the  Air  Force’s 
professional  schools.
